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FCC ANNOUNCES TECHNOLOGICAL ADVISORY COUNCIL
MEETING ON MARCH 7, 2018

The FCC’s Technological Advisory Council, comprised of a diverse group of
leading technology experts, provides technical expertise to the Commission to
identify important areas of innovation and develop informed technology
policies supporting the United States’ competitiveness in the global economy.
